In its Annual Report (SuppLemenr, May 3rd, 1919) the 
Council announced that it proposed to make an experi- 


ment in the use of the’ money which is annually devoted 


to scientific purposes, by Lpatting aside a portion of those 
funds (not exceeding per annum) to subsidize lec- 
turers, who should be known as “ British Medical Associa- 
tion Lecturers.” The Divisions and Branches were asked 
to name a subject in which they were specially interested 
and the lecturer they would prefer. The Council then 
undertook to communicate with the lecturer nominated or, 
if no choice was indicated, to provide a suitable lec- 


turer. The first lecture of the kind will be given under

REVISION. OF TERMS. AND. CONDITIONS: OF 
MEDICAL FOR INSURED: 


Tue following circular letter, dated: October 8th, 1919,. 
with regard’ te the terms and conditions of medical. 
service for- 1920; has been addressed’ by the Ministry. of. 
Health to Fnsurance Committees, Panel Committees, and 
Pharmaceutical Committees ;. 


Sir,—As youx. Committee are aware, the Medical Benefit 
Regulations embodying the,conditions of service:for doctors 
chemists. axe in: course ef revision. In the ordinary’ 
course amyr¢hanges: embodied in these Regulations would 
come: into force: on January Ist, 1920, and notices of 
the changes would, therefore, under the existing Regula- 
tions, require to be given early in November. 

In order that there may be the fullest opportunity of de- 
tailed consideration of the various questions with which the 
draft of'the new. Regulations will deal, it has been decided, 
after consultation with the representatives of insurance; 


practitioners and! of chemists “whieh tha Regn some-shart. 


postponement ofthe date on which Regulations will 
come into operation is inevitable. — 

It. ig. proposed, therefore, to issue a. short provisional 
regulation at.an.early-date, under which. the date of indi-
